present invention further includes polypeptides having pyrimidine 
glycosylate activity, preferably pyrimidine glycosylase/AP lyase activity, and amino acid 
identity with the amino acid sequence of SEQ ID NO:4 1 , SEQ ID NO:42, or SEQ ID NO:43, 
preferably SEQ ID NO:41 or SEQ ID NO:42. Amino acid identity is defined in the context of a 
comparison between a polypeptide and SEQ ID NO:41 or SEQ ID NO:42, and is determined by 
aligning the residues of the two amino acid sequences (i.e., a candidate amino acid sequence and 
the amino acid sequence of SEQ ID NO:41> SEQ ID NO:42, or SEQ ID NO;43) to optimize the 
number of identical amino acids along the lengths of their sequences; gaps in either or both 
sequences are permitted in making the alignment in order to optimize the number of identical 
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
